Gov. William G. Milliken, in 
remarks before 4,300 Michigan 
and Ohio Army National Guards- 
men and Army Reservists at- 
tending two weeks of annual 
field training at Camp Grayling, 
stated that the concept on 
which the Guard was founded is 
as valid today as it was two 
centuries ago — that the de- 
fense of a free society is the 
responsibility of all citizens 
who comprise that society. 

“Like the militiamen of our 
early history, you are civilians

the county treasurer, Crawford 
County receives almost 60% of 
its revenues from property 
faxes. The remainder of the 
vevenue comes from the cotlec- 
tions made by the various ag- 
encies, such as the registration 
of deeds, marriage licenses, 
and court fees. Some money is 
also received from the federal 
government, In the case of this 
year’s budget, almost $110,000 
was dumped into the county 
from federal revenue sharing. 
The state government also has a 
revenue sharing program which 
is a rebate on state income 
taxes. 

Though many people are con- 
fused by the tax system em- 


ployed by the county in terms of 
assessing property taxes, the 
process is quite simple. State 
law requires that a piece of 
property must be assessed at 
cne half of its market value. 

'f you owned a house worth 
$20,000 on the market. then, of 
course, your assessed valuation 
would be $10,000. According to 
Joe, “the county millage for 
1975 was 6.2 mills." Therefore, 
your county tax on praperty 
assessed at $10,000 would be 
$62.00. Wakeley also stated that 
for 1976 “the county millage will 
be 6.5 mills, because of the 
3/10 miil increase from county 
tax allocation board.”

When word of George Rogers 
Clark's success in the West 
reached Virginia late in 1778, 
the tegislative assembly of that 
colony acled quickly to estab- 
lish the entire region northwest 
of the Chio River as the County 
of IHinois. and Governor Patrick 
Henry appointed Clark's friend 
John Tadd as county lieutenant. 

The two leaders — Clark, in 
charge of the Virginia troops in 
Ulinois, and Todd. chief civil 
official — were to cooperate in 
winning & retaining the friend- 
ship of the French residents of 
the region as well as the 
Indians. This. however, was no 
easy matter and Todd in par- 
ticular was to confront many 
perplexities as he struggled to 
ease the friction between var- 
ious factions in Illinois. 

Todd had been with Clark at 
the capture of Vincennes in 
February of 1/79, and it was 
there that he received news of 
his appointment as_ Illinois 
county lieutenant. Alter return- 
ing to Kentucky to make pre- 
parations for his new assign- 
ment, Todd arrived at Kaskaskia 
early in May. On the 12th of that 
Month Clark summoned the 
villagers to the church where 
they were acquainted with the 
new government, introduced to 
Tadd and invited to participate 
in the election of judges. A 
short time jater similar elec- 
tions were held to select judges 
for the district courts at Cahokia 
and Vincennes 

The elections went smoothly. 
but it was only a matter of days 
before Todd fcund himself 
trying 10 pacify Frenchmen 
whose Cattle had been killed by 
soldiers. And soon alter that 
Captain Richard McCarty. a 
farmer English trader who ac- 
companied Clark to Vincennes 
and then was named comman- 
der of the troops at Cahokia,

Within three months of 
his arrival at Kaskaskia, he had 
had enough and wrote to 
Governor Henry, asking that ha 
might soon “get a discharge 
from an office which an un- 
wholesome air, a distance trom 
my connexions, a language not 
familiar to me, and an impossi- 
dility of procuring many of the 
conveniences of life, all tand to 
render uncomfortable.”

“valuations are set by the town- 
ships. Each township supervi- 
sor is a qualified tax assessor, 
or if he is not, they have to hire 
a qualified tax assessor.”
